Q. Friend of mine the other day told me, 
that the Demoniacks mention’d in 
Scripture, were only Mad-men ; pray 
Your Opinicn of them ? 

A. The Queftion fprang originally at leaft from 
the Scepticks of our Age, who affirm that what are 
{aid in Scripture to be Demoniacks, are no other 
than Men afflicted with fome ftrange Diftempers, 
fuch as convulfions, Falling ficknels, Madnefs, &e. 
becaufe we hear nothing of Demoniacks among e1- 
ther Jews or. Gentiles before the Birth of Chrift. But 
10 this Sceptical Argument we reply : aha, 

1. Fofephus tells us, that Solomon left behind him 
fuch Methods of Exorcizing Demons, as expelld 
them from the Bodies of Men in fo effectual a man- 
ner, that they never re entted more. And if any 
thou'd demur to the credibility of the Story, tc is ftill 
a Proof, that the notion of Demoniacks was current 
among the Jews befure our Saviour’s advent, fince 
otherwite Fofephus cou’d have had no manner of 
pretence for this Particular Relation concerning So- 
fomon. 

2. Our Saviour fays to the Jews, by wham do 
your Children caft our Devils 2? Now tho’ our Scep- 
ticks will not admit the Authority of Scripture, yet 
this Paflage is introduc’d in fo collateral a way 
( without the leaft defign of proving the exiftence of 
Demoniacks, but with intention to prove another 
thing from undeniable Matter of Fa@ ) that impar- 
tial Reafon cannot but allow ir to be a pregnant Ar- 
gument of what we are contending for. 

3. From the Scepticks Argument it follows, that 
thofe Mcn, whom our Saviour and his Followers 
term’d pofieft, were univer(ally look’d upon before 
as diftemper'd Perfons. But can we think that our 
Saviour’s moft bitter Enemies wou'd have admitted a 
notion, which He was the firft Starter of. And yet 
we find not in Scripture, that this Notion was ever 
objected to ; whereas Objections of a more aggra- 
vating Nauire, are very freely recorded there. And 
it fome object ( for whar will not fome object > ) 
‘hat the Scriptures were not written till a Century 
or longer, beyond rhe time that our Savionr’s Mira- 
cies are recorded to have been done, yet this and rhe 
foregoing Argument may {till be urg’d with the 
fame Advantage. 

4. How came the Chriftians to obtrude fo new a 
Notion upon theHeathens whe wou'd certainly have 
rejected it in oppofition to Chriftiamity, coud they 
any ways have done it. And yet, that they did nor, 


we may gather from Plutarch and Lucian (both 
Heathen Authors ) and the whole Stream of the An- 
cient Fathers ; and that not fo much from their ex- 
prefs Affertions, but ( what is more convincing to 
Scepricifm ) from the very way of arguing. 

5. Origen includes thofe very kinds ot madnefs, 
which feem neareft to poffeffion, within the Miracles 
of Healing Difeafes, and yet rakes abundant rorice 
of Demoniacks roo. Whence we fee, that he {uffi- 
ciently diftinguifhes between Madnefs and Poffeffion 

6. From Theophilus, Minucius, Tertullian, and Sc. 
Cyprian, we learn, that Devils, when adjur'd by 
Chriftians, confefs'd themfelves to be Infernal Spi- 
tits, and that too in the prefence of the very Hea- 
thens, tho’ with great Reluctancy. And He, who 
reads the Confident Appeals of Tertullian and St. 
Cyprian, the one to the Magiftrares and Governours, 
of the Roman Empire, the other to Demetrianus (a 
bitter Perfécutor ) cannot poffibly doubr their Te- 
ftimonies. 

This very Argument of the Scepticks naturally 
{uppofes, that Chrift heal’d Convullions, rhe Fall- 
ing-ficknefs, and Madnefs, by a bare Command, and 
yet if you urge it upon them, This is more than they 
are willing to admit 5 fo contradictory a thing is 
Scepticifm, fo unreatonable is [nfideliry. 

Q. I defire to know, what the Soul is, and you will 
oblige an admirer of all thofe Sciences Apollo is Ma- 
fter of ? Tours Califta, 

A. The Soul is an Immortal Subftance endued 
with a Power of Thinking, and created for a State 
ot Probation. Since Man is not {ufficiently acquainc- 
ed with the nature of the Soul and that of Angels, to 
aflign any Innate Property, wherein the former, 
when in a State of Seperate Exiftence, differs from 
the latrer, we thought fit to diftinguifh the Soul by 
one of the Ends (tho’ not the Ulumate one ) of its 
Creation. 

Q. Is there an Anaftomofis or tnofculation of the Ar- 
teries into the Veins?

A, There is no Anaftomofis of the Arteries with 
the Veins, which being granted, doth neceffarily

carried off Nine, with their Horfes to Badajox. a 

Dunkirk, Aprili1o. N. S. The Squadron that fail" 
from hence on the Expedition to Scotland, 1s returod 
hither. tho not without Great Lofs ; Moft of the Ships 
came in the 6th Inftant, and the Next Day came in the 
Pretender, and on the 8th fet out in a Poft-Chaife for 
Paris. The Court has fent Orders to take off the Em- 
bargo that was ‘aid on all Shipping. Our Coavents 
and Hofpitals being too few to Accommodate al] the 
S.ck Soldiers that have been fet afhore here, Great Part 
of them have been fent to Furnes, Ipres, and Lifle. 

Bruffells, April 13th. N. S. The Confederate Forces 
wil] begin to Canton in 8 or re Days, in order to En- 
camp Early, by Reafon the Enemy gave out, that they 
are preparing to form a Camp at Comines, on the Lys, 
of 40 Battallions, and 50 Squadrons, under the Com- 
mand ef Countla Motte. Monfieur Chamillard is ar- 
riv'd at Lifle in order to view the Magazines, and dilpofe 
every thing for the Opening of the — Monfieur 
Auverquerque has been tome Days indifpos'd with an 
Ague, but is pretty well recover’d. On Tuefday laft 
the Eail of Albermarle fet our in a Poft-Chaife for the 
Hague, as did Major General Cadogan, the Marquis of 
Wetfterlo, Count Urfel, Monfteur Pafcale, and Baron 
Urangel the day before.

Hague April a N. S. His Grace the Duke of Marl- 
borough having held feveral Conferences with Prince Eu- 
gene and che Deputies of the States, 1s preparing to Re- 
turn to England, where, tis faid, he wilinot ftay above 
s or 6 days, and then recurn hither, in order to open 
the Campain. Notwithftanding the Refule of thefe 
Conferences are kepe very fecet, ‘tis whifper’d, that ir 
has been refolv'd, that Prince Fugene fhall lay Siege to 
fome Confiderable Place, and thatthe Duke of Marlbo- 
rough fhall cover the fame with the Main Army, Prince 
Eugene defigns to fet our the 21 or 22d for Vienna, 
where he wall not ftay longer than the Duke of Marl- 
borough in England.
